A Proclamation 2 the exchange 


of Moniesfor profit, the making of Plate of an Maieſties Coynes, 
and the exceſcius he s Gold and Silaer Folate. 


A the fourteenth dayof May, in the tenth yeere of his Retane; 
Vl Fo: the better ſtayingof Treaſure within this Realme, and 
A aiſofoz the pꝛoturing andinuiting ofthe ſameto be bzought,al- 
weill into His Kingdome, as to his Mint, did ſet the pꝛtzes of 
fozraine Gold and Hiluer, in their ſeuerall Species, als W 
Pꝛotlamation moze at large appeareth. 

His Maieſtie finding the ſame P2oclamation not lo durtp 0- 
beyedandobſernedasit onght to bee, doeth heereby require andcommand, that the layd 
Pꝛotlamation, being ſkill in Fozce, bee foꝛ the time to come moze ſtraitiy put in exetuti⸗ 
on: Not intending neuertheleſſe heereby to renoke oꝛ diſcharge any Libertie which the 
Eaſt India Company (being a Company that deſerneth ſo well to bee bpheldandencoura- 
ged) hath, oz ought to haue by the lawtull vſe and pꝛattiſe of their Charter. | 

And koꝛ that the dzawingof Moneys into the Goldlmiths hand, by turning Sſluer ins 
to Gold, vpon pzofite of Exchange, doeth make it the moze ready to be engroſſed into the 
Merchants hand foz tranſpoꝛtation to Pyntsabzoad; And foꝛ that ſuch pꝛolit to be talen 
bpon change of Moneps, is pꝛohibited by Law: 

His Maieſtie doeth further ſtraitly charge and command, that no perſon 02 perlons 
whatſoener, ſhall from henteloꝛth gine,receine oꝛ take any maner of gaine, pꝛolit oꝛ aduan⸗ 
tage foꝛ the exchange of any Gold oz Siluer moneys, of any his highneſſe Realmes , 02 
turrant within the lame, aboue the Kates at which the lame are now currant within the 
ſaid Realme, vpon paine of the foꝛfeiture ot the ſame Moneys ſo exchanged, and the par⸗ 
ties ſo offending, to ſuffer ſuch further Penalties and puniſhments, as by the Lawes and 
Dtatutes of this Realme, 02 by his Maieſties Pꝛerogatiue Nopall, may bee inflicted in 


that behalfe, 


And kurthermoze , the better to keepe the Gold and Sſluer of this Kingyome, not 
onely within the Realme, from being expoꝛted, but that it may allo bee continued tn Po- 
neys and Coyne, foꝛ the vſe and commerce of his Maieſtie and hislouing Sublects, e not 
turned into any dead Maſſe of Plate, noꝛ exhauſted and conſumed in vanities by Building, 
and the pzdmiſcuous vle of Gold and Siluer Foliate, which haue beene in the Reignes 
of diners Kings of this nealme ſeuerally pꝛouided foꝛ, and pꝛohibited: 

His Maieſtie doeth likewiſe charge and tommaund, That no Goldſmithoz ocher per- 
ſon whatſoeuer, ſhall from hencefozth Melt, oꝛ make into any kind of Ueſſell oz Plate, oz 
into any other Manufacture, any the Moneys oz Copnes ot his Mateſties Realmes oz 
Dominions , 02 currant within the ſame; but ſhall onely Melt and make the ſame Plate, 
Ueſſell, oz other Manufactures, out of old Plate, foꝛraigne Bullion oz Coyne, oz of Sfluer 
burnt out of Late, and the like: vpon paine ofthe fozfetture ofthe Double value of the layd 
Coyne ſo tonuerted oꝛ made into Plate, and of ſuch other penalties, as by the Lawes, oꝛ 
by his Maieſties pꝛerogatiue Royall may be inflicted vpon them. 

And the better to pꝛeuent the vnneteſſary and exteſſiue waſte of Golde and Siluer Fo⸗ 
liate within this Nealme; His Maleſtie doth likewiſe hereby pꝛohibite and fozbid , That 
no Gold oz Siluer Foliate ſhall be from hencefozth wꝛought, vſed, oꝛ imploped in any Buil - 
ding, Seeling, Watnſcot, Bedſteds, Chapꝛes, Stooles, Coaches, oꝛ any other Oꝛnaments 
whatſoeuer, Extept it be Armour, 02 Weapons, oꝛ in Armes and Enſignes of honour at 
Funerals, oꝛ Monuments of the dead: And therefoze willeth and tommaundeth, That 
no Artificer, Tradeſman, oꝛ other, ſhall at any time after Sire Moneths krom the Date of 
his Maieſties Pzoclamation , pꝛeſume to Woꝛke, Uſe, oz Pmploy in oꝛ about any Buil⸗ 
ding, Seeling, waineſcot, Bedſteds,Chay:es,Stooles,Coaches, oꝛ any other Oꝛnaments 
whatſoeuer, ( Ercept Armour 02 Weapons, Armes and Enſignes of honour, oꝛ Monu⸗ 
ments of the dead as afozeſayd) any Gold oz Siluer Foliate, vpon paine ofhis Pateſties 
high diſpleaſure, and the Fozfeiture ofthe ſame Materials oꝛ Woꝛkes ſo Siluered oꝛ Gilt, 
and to be further puniſhed ascontemners ofhis Maieſties Royall Commandement.
